Rev. Jesse Jackson, 
founder of “Operation 
PUSH," brought an 
spirational message for 
education directly to local 
educators, students and 
parents last week, when he 
appeared here to promote 
his “Push To Excel" pro- 
gram, designéd to help 
resolve the problems of the 
nation’s schools, 

Whether lecturing OSU 
students and faculty, rap- 
ping to Columbus public 
school students, or 
preaching to a capacity 
crowd at Shiloh Baptist 
Church, Rev. Jackson's 
message resounded a 
similar theme: ‘‘To do less 
than your best is a sin!” 

A champion of the 
positive self-image, Rev. 
Jackson told more than 
1,000 persons at OSU, 
“You are conduits." 

He continued, “For those 
who would be teachers, 
who are transmitters, 
there’s tremendous weight 
upon you, for you must be 
the vessels through which 
information :can flow and 
not become 
taminated."” 

Comparing teachers 
with an electrical cord 
carrying energy, he de- 
clared, ‘There is a pro- 
found relationship between 
truth and electricity.

Despite the Columbus 
police department's failure 
to compete with private in- 
dustry dollar for dollar in 
recruiting and hiring 
Blacks, its first director of 
fecruitment says the city 
will find qualified Blacks 
who will go on to graduate 
from police training 
school. ‘ 

Sergeant J.C. Ward, who 
is the first head of a full- 
time recruiting section for 
the division uf police, said 
low pay coupled with a 
lengthy training period 
scares some Blacks from 
applying for the job. of 
police officer. 

In addition, he- said, 
some Blacks probably 
recall past discrimination 
in_ police hiring practices 
and don't apply. 

“Some of it is starting 
salary and some of it 
maybe the fact that they 
(Blacks) don't feel we're 
sincere in our (recruiting) 
efforts." said Ward. “it 
takes people a while to 
realize things have 
changed. They may not 
believe they will have a fair 
chance."’ 

Ward said the starting 
salary for a policeman ‘is 
about $9,000, which goes 
to about $16,000 after 30 
months on the job. He said

He said many of the of- 
ficers now retiring were 
hired when classes were 
large. The average 
retirement rate is about 45 
to 50 officers each year, 
according to a spokesman 
in police personnel.

cent of all eligible blacks 
voted in the Nixon-Hum- 
phrey election. In 1972, 
only 52 per cent voted in 
the presidential election. 
And in 1976, barely 50 per 
cent cast their ballots in 
the Ford-Carter contest. 
The figures for state and 
local ‘races are even’ lower. 

As our political strength 
continues to diminish, the 
power of our traditional ad- 
versaries continues to 
grow. Business and con- 
servative groups -- never 
friends of the civil rights 
movement -- have success- 
fully capitalized on the 
generally conservative 
mood of America. Their 
political aggressiveness is 
reminiscent of the whee- 
ling and dealing of the old 
Robber Barons, While their 
tactics and ideas might 
seem out-moded, they won 
numerous legislative vic- 
tories during the last year. 
Sensing a -conservative 
resurgence in the Nov- 
ember elections, the New 
Right and its business 
allttes—anticipaté even 
sweeter victories when 
Congress reconvenes. 

To a large extent, these 
expected victories will be 
engineered by business- 
dominated PAC's, short for 
political action com- 
mittees. Since 1974, over 
500 corporations have 
established well-financed, 
and smoothly-operating 
PACS. Armed with com- 
puterized lists of em- 
ployees, and seemingly un- 
limited funds, PACS have 
already demonstrated their 
clout, at the ballot box, as 
well as in Congress. ~“ 

ARCO’s Civic Action 
Program is a prime exam- 
ple of corporate political 
muscle. According to the 
Wall Street Journal, ARCO 
spends approximately 
$750,000 per year on its 
amazingly effective 
political action program. 
ARCO uses its PAC to 
mobilize thousands of em- 
ployeeNoters. Additionally, 
the political action com- 
mittee actively lobbies for 
company - backed legis- 
lation, and showers 
“friendly” candidates with 
generous contributions. 

Some corporations ‘ and 
professional organizations 
shy ‘away from the more in- 
novative political tech- 
»niques, such as ARCO's 
program. Ifstead, they 
simply provide candidates 
with lavish political con- 
tributions. For example, 
during 1977-78, the Am- 
erican Medical As- 
“sociation’s PAC, the Real 
Estate lobby, and the Auto 
Dealer's PAC each raised 
over a million dollars. So 


far, the fourteen largest 
business committees and 


New Right Groups have 


amassed nearly $14 million 
for political activities. 
Aside from formidable 
financial resources, 
business and conservative 
interests have another 
Strategic advantage -- 
mass apathy, especially 
among minorities and 
workers. Unfortunately, the 
conservative forces -- who 
hope to make a real killing 
in. November - are far 
from apathetic and mori- 
bund. On the contrary, they 


have once again discover- . 


ed that political action 
pays off handsomely. 

A prominent conser- 
vative lobbyist summarized 
the current political sit- 
uation with a brilliant one- 
liner: “Congressmen first 
learn how to count and 
then to think."’ And 
developments during the 
last session of Congress 
certainly confirm that sim- 
ple though highly insight- 


ful analysis. 

To remain in_ office. 
politicains must count 
votes as well as dollar 


bills, While money is highly 
important, éven the richest 
and most heavily financed 
candidate comes to the 
electorate as a pleading 
supplicant. 

Regardless of slick ad- 
vertisements, plus cocktail 
parties, and $500-a-plate 
dinners, we - the black 
electorate -- can make a 
“life or death” decision for 
a politician whether he be 
friend or ‘oe. Our political 
power is there; we need 
only use it.

According to him, par- 
ents must do four things:

“There was a_ slight 
decrease in Franklin 
County in the, number of 
births to women aged 19 
and younger in 1977,"

were still 2,408 births to 
mothers aged 15 to 19 and 
55 births to mothers aged 
11 .and under. They were 
18 percent of all. the Frank- 
lin County births. Of these 
births, 52 percent were 
illegitimate.” 

In 1977,.Planned Parent- 
hood provided family ptan- 
ning services to 5,284 
women aged 19 and under, 
a new record. This had 


some effect on 1977 births, 
Harris believes, but should 
have more effect on 1978 
birth statistics. This may be 
offset, she said, by the fact 
that low-income teenagers 
may not have had the op- 
tion of terminating an un- 
wanted pregnancy since 
Medicaid funding for abor- 
tion was severely cut back 
late in 1977. No figures are 
available on the number of 
abortions to teenagers. 
."‘We feel that con. 
traception should be as ac- 
cessible as possible to 
sexually-active teenagers,” 
Harris said. "We believe 
that one key to the ef- 
fective use of contracep- 
tion may be the involve- 
ment and concern of the 
young man. We want to 
give him every opportunity 
to be wellinformed and 
responsible.”

that Egyptians are Africans same as 
Nigerians and Liberians. It is unfor- 
tunate that the vast, beautiful and 
scenic portions of Northern Africa 
have already been taken away from 
the Black Man and history has separ- 
ated him by the vastness and 
meaness of the Sahara Desert. But 
this colonial division, in the end, may 
prove to have been beneficial as we 
find vast oil reserves in Nigeria, coal, 
diamonds and other minerals 
throughout the remainder of Africa. 
The solutions to the South. Africa 
problem will not easily be found. This 
does not mean, however, that they 
can remain on the back burner 
forever, The human heat of concen- 
tration camps which are described 
by the South African Government as

vultures would get indigestion from

what is also a century old problem. 


Lets Put It Together 


Every great modern city of the 
world is currently beset with 
problems. Paris and Rome, with cen- 
turies of political experience and 
Prominence, are contending with un- 
stable political regimes ard outright 
tyranny. It is a sad occasion when 
the police surrounding the Vatican 
outnumbered those in a procession 
led by the Pope at his installation. 
Turning to our hemisphere, New York 
is beset with financial problems of 
such’ great magnitude that the 
Federal government has had to step 
in an not only give financial assis- 
tance, but take over actual manage- 
ment of a part of the municipal 
government. 

Loa Angeles is an example of a 
city in transition with a burgeoning 
population, is undergoing 
desegregation and at the same time 
has had one-third of its tax base cut 
as a result of Proposition. 13. 


Cleveland surely has all of these 
problems and many more. An un- 
stable City Government lies at the 
base of most of our problems. The 
relationships between the ad- 
ministration and City Council are all 
but non-existent. Added to the con- 
fusion, is the near collapse of the 
water system, financial chaos with 
many_of the-banks-not-wanting to do 
business with the City and the 
removal of a bond rating by the in- 
vestment bankers in New York. 

Again, we can not say that all of 
these are the responsibility or the 
problem of one person. They are 
community-wide in that they affect 
anyone living in Northeast Ohio.° 
While Surbanites have not claimed 
Cleveland, but since no one knows 
where Novelty, Ohio, is located, these 
people, as they travel around the 
world, now simply state that they live 
in the region of the Great Lakes. No 
one wants to claim Cleveland as his 
home. 


Cleveland has many resources 
such as an abundance of fresh 
water, close proximity to the world's 
largest known reserves of coal and 
selected minerals, a hub for shipping 
and transportation and a central 
location placing it by air travel within 

hour of almost one-half of the 
lation of the United States. 


Cleveland, in addition to its natural 
resources, has created institutions 
that give it preeminence throughout 
the world, in the field of medicine, 
law, accounting, heavy manufac- 
turing, finance—and is known 
throughout the world for its great or- 
chestra. 

Dispite these fine assets, we find 
human liabilities in the misery that 
persons in public housing are suffer- 
ing, the outright murder and 
savagery of the elderly in the streets 
and in their homes, children who do 
not know what to think of an educa- 
tional system that is closed down, the 
teachers walking the streets as 
pickets and at the same time picking 
up food stamps and those who are 
fortunate enough to get a job, take 
the deluxe RTA riders out of the city 
as soon as the bell tolls for the end of 
the day.

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Today there is a. dearth of 
dedicated leaders. The death of Mar- 
tin Luther King, Jr., left a void that no 
one seems.-able to even ap- 
proximately fill. 

Since times moves on, the cause of 
the Negro languishes while there are 
more Negroes in high positions in 
corporations, government and 
education than ever before in our 
history. 

Fifty years ago a Black man with a 
PhD degree was a rarity, yes, even a 
curiosity. Today there are so many 
Blacks with PhD's that nobody pays 
them any attention. 

Educational opportunities are so 
plentiful now, that no Black boy or 
girl remains out of college if they 
have a real desire to attend. 

Black educators are a part of every 
major university in the nation. A 
Black man heads one of the big ten 
universities. No- longer is a Black 
College president something we awe 
over. 

In the corporate world, Negroes 
have moved into the board rooms, 
and occupy important corporate 
executive positions. Yes, the Chief 
Attorney of General Motors Cor- 
poration is a Black man. Scattered 
throughout many of the nation’s 
prestigious corporations are Black 
men and women. Black employment 
in these businesses are no longer 
tokenism:—These—young— men and 
women justify their employment 
through their knowledge and ability. 
These new positions in American 
business makes these Blacks privy to 
the innards of corporate operations. 
Exposures we have never had before. 

In the political realm, eight of our 
largest cities in the United States 
have Black Mayors. In the last four 
years we have elected Lieutenant 
Governors in Colorado and Califor- 
nia. In Michigan, Connecticut and 
California, we have elected Negroes 
to important state-wide offices. 

In Congress, we have a formidable 
number of Black men and women. 
Our one Black U.S. Senator is 
seeking reelection to his third term. 
One Negro sits on the nation’s 
Supreme Court. Other Black Judges 
sit on other lesser courts on down to 
justice of peace. 

Black legislators sit in the legis- 
latures of many states including most 
southern states where only a few 
years ago we could not even vote. 

In the world of entertainment, 
Blacks have reached the top on the 
Stage of the theater; in television 
and, in the movies. Our singers and 
musicians are dominant in the record 
sales business. 


On the baseball diamonds, the 
basketball courts, and the football 
fields, Black players are plentiful and 
amongst the highest paid. 

The Black. Church is freeier of 
mortgage debt than ever before and 
they’ have. more and better trained 
preachers. 

With_this—collection_ of so many 
educated, trained, well positioned 
Black men and women in positions of 
power and prestige, it is not reason- 
able that out of this plethora of talent 
we should be experiencing a dearth 
of leaders. . 


The passing of Adam Clayton 
Powell stilled the only real voice we 
have had in Congress in this century. 
Yes, we have 17 Blacks in 
Congress, but not one of them 
measures up to the progressive anJj 
aggressive leadership Adam Clayton 
Powell gave Black people. Sure he 
was abrasive at times, but he was 
always forceful, fearless and a true 
defender of the rights of Black 
people. His leadership shoes are yet 
to be filled from the ranks of our 
present crop of Black Congressmen. 

Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., came 
onto national leadership and intern-

ational recognition from the ranks of 
the Black Church. No man in our 
history was better prepared or en- 
dowed. for leadership than he was. 
His contributions to Black leadership 
were total and absolute. 

Despite the cadre of disciples he 
left behind, not one of them have“ 
emerged capable of filling the 
leadership void his tragic death left 
open. 

Booker T. Washington rose from 
the college ranks to give Black 
dynamic leadership in the field of 


,education and business. Although 


Dr. Washington died in 1915; despite 
the number of top educators we have 
Produced, not one of them have 
come forward with anything like the 
leadership role Booker T. Wash- 
ington played. 

Senator Edward Brooke, although 
he is thé. only Black U.S. Senator ' 
elected in this century, coming from 
a state with few Black voters, he has 
not felt that he was in a position to be 
outspoken for Black causes. 

None of our Black mayors have 
eschewed to extend their leadership 
roles outside their home cities. 

Jackie Robinson, the first Black to 
open up professional baseball to 
Black players, in his latter years 
emerged as a spokesman for Black 
causes, no other player in sports, de- 
spite their big salaries, have shown 
any interest in any kind of leadership 
role. 

Paul Robeson, one of the greatest 
football players as well as one of the 
greatest actors we have ever pro- 
duced, emerged as one of our 
pioneer leaders for civil rights. He 
did much to lay the foundation for 
the crusades of Martin Luther King, 
Jr. No one in today’s entertainment 
world even approximates Robeson's 
leadership role. 

The Bakke case is a warning sign- 
al to Negroes that the progress we 
have made in the last 25 years is not 
in any way permanent. The truth is, 
we are already losing some of the 
gains we have made. 

Our need for dynamic leadership 
now is as great as it ever has been in 
this century. Despite our gains, we 
are still at the bottom of the social 
and economic strata in America. 

Some of our athletes drive to work 
in Roll Royces, but show not the least 
interest in the plight of their people 
whose sacrifices and contributions 
blasted open the doors of opportunity 
that made the purchase of these 
Rolls Royces possible. 

Today Negro doctors are raking in 
earnings in hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, mostly from Black patients, 
yet, if Cleveland is any critera, none 
of these affluent professionals take 
any part in our civil rights struggle, 
or positions of leadership in their 
communities. 

The Black cause cannot afford all 
of these free riders and sulkers. We 
have a right to expect that those who 
emerge from the ghettoes, remember 
from whence they came. They have 
an obligation to reach back as they 
climb and help their less fortunate 
brothers and sisters. 

It seems that the more we accumu- 
late in wealth and knowledge, the 
less inclined we are to assume 
leadership responsibilities. 

Abraham Lincoln said: “To sin by 
silence, when protest is called for, 
makes cowards of men."Many of our 
affluent and well educated people 
should ponder these words of Lin- 
coln. 

This advice from Dean Kelly Miller 
of Howard University, uttered over 75 
years ago is still valid today. He said: 
“The people who fail to produce their 
own spokesman can hardly convince 
the world that they feel a deep 
seated sense of injustice and wrong. 
The man who feels the wound, must 
utter the groan.” ’

Bill Aimed At Redlining 


Another bill aimed at dutlawing a discriminatory act 
commonly known as “Redlining’, has been in- 
troduced in the Ohio Legislature. The measure, HB, 
1341, was introduced by Reps. Thomas Bell, John. D. 
Thompson and Troy Lee James, black Demucrats. 
They represent the 10th, 15th and 9th Cleveland 
districts respectively. ; 

The proposal would prohibit the cancellation or 
refusal to issue or renew property insurance based on 
the location of the property. It would also require in- 
surance companies to explain the reason fur cancell- 


‘ ation or refusal of property insurance to the State 


Superintendent of Insurance 

The insurance superintendent would also be 
authorized to review cancellations or renewal refusals 
and require the insurance companies io provide pro- 
cedures and to make them available to the general 
public and General Assembly. 

* Failure to comply with the law could lead-io a sus- 
pension or revocation of.the property insurers license 
by the Superintendent of Insurance. 

A similar bill sponsored by Rep. Thompson and 
passed by the House last year to knockoui Redlining 
by lending institutions in the area of housing, paid off 
without being approved by the Ohio Senate. The in- 
Stitution officials, after apparently reading the hand- 
writing on the wall, agreed to voluntarily discontinue 
the: discriminatory practices. 

Sponsors of the newest measure are hopeful the 
property insurance dealers will also dicontinue the 
viciously restrictive practice which is imposed mostly 
on inner city blacks and podr white property ‘owners 
without it going through the legislaiive process. 

Rep. Helen Rankin, (D-Cincinnati). who became the 
first black woman to serve in the Ohio Legislature 
when she was sworn in to succeed her late husband, 
James Rankin on Sept. 14, voted with the Democratic 
majority on each bill brough: up during her first two 
days in office. She was assigned to serve on the 
Human Resources and Highway Safety Committees 
of the House by Speaker Vern Riffe of New Boston. 

Rep. William Mallory, House Majority Leader who 
officiated at Rep. Rankin’s swearing in, has in- 
troduced a campaign gimmick which is believed to be 
unique-indeed—-andess-costly han the convenimnal 
Political publicity literature. 

Mallory, who represents ‘he 25th House distric: in 
Cincinnati, bought himself a load of brown shopping 
bags bearing his name in large black letters. He per- 
sonally passed out the bags to supermarket shoppers 
and to persons. picking up food stamps at various 
Food Stamp Centers. 

Mallory, who said he distributed 200 bags at one 


food stamp line, may become known as the candidate | 


who “Brown Bagged" his way to reelection to the 
Ohio House. ,

Job Crisis Looms 


Anyone who thinks our economy will produce 
enough jobs for all who want to work is. seriously 
mistaken. Unless a national strategy for full em: 
ployment is implemented unemployment and un- 
deremployment will get worse, not better. 

That's because there are labor force trends that, if 
they are not ‘countered, will result in large-scale 
aa that will be at permanent recession 
levels. 

One such trend is the rapid growth of the numbers 
of highly educated people. College graduates are out-, 
stripping the numbers of jobs that require a college’ 
education. ; 

Back in 1960 ten percent of the labor force had 
college degrees. But 11 percent of the jobs" were 


professional or technical, most of which required ad- - 


vanced education. That means there were more jobs 
for college educated workers than there were people 
to fill them. eA 

By 1975, 15 percent of the jobs were professional or 
technical, but about 17 percent of the work force was 
made up of college graduates. So now there is a labor 
surplus - more people than jobs. 

And the situation will get worse. By 1985, the per- 
centage of jobs requiring a college degree willbe un- 
changed, stil! around the 15 percent level. But college 
graduates will be about 20 percent of the labor force. 

That means about a fourth of college graduates will 
have to take jobs that don't require their high 
qualifications. It means that several million people 
will have to lower their sights and work in oc- 
Cupations that don't use their skills. 

But the job dilemma goes beyond even that serious 
problem. Those graduates will have to take jobs now 
held by people who don't have college degrees. That 
means more intense competition for less attractive 
jobs. People will be bumped all along the line. Em- 
ployers will set higher education qualifications for 
jobs that don't really need much schooling, 

So while some people will be frustrated and stuck 
in jobs that don't meet their aspirations, other people 
won't be able to get decent jobs at all. It's happening 
now, as college graduates are taking clerical jobs that 
until recently were available to people with high 
school education. 

Haif of all jobs in the United States in 1970 didn't 
even require a high school education. But employers 
insisted on high school diplomas anyway. Now many 
of those jobs are going to college graduates who 
can't find more highly skilled work. And employers 
are beginning to demand college dearees for jobs 
that had been held by high school dropouts. 

The implications for blacks and other minorities are 
serious. Discrimination is still a factor in employment. 
and only vigorous affirmative action programs caa 
overcome it. Resistance to affirmative action is 
strong, and it is likely to increase as labor market 
trends restrict opportunities for everyone. 

Minorities, with fewer educational qualifications, 
will find jobs that used to be available to them now 
going to college graduates. Tests and educational 
qualifications have always been used as screening 
devices to keep people out of jobs. As those arbitrary 
qualifications rise, employment prospects for blacks 
are likely to grow dimmer. 

So affirmative action has to be tied to removal of ar- 
bitrary barriers such as educational qualifications. 
The next major phase of the struggle for civil rights 
may very well be the struggle against credentialism — 
the requirements for employment that are not 
necessary to perform the job in question.

(Continued ‘From Page 28 
ahead nasty struggles among 
minority groups for their share of an 
increasingly scarce dollar. 

What current right-wing reactions 
reveal is that we do in fact jive in a 
class society, one-in-whieh-the-mid- 
die-and upper-classes have become 
defensive and rigid in their economic 
attitudes. 

It will take the poor and under- 
employed whites a longer time to 
realize that a new order has 
emerged. When they finally do 
realize what is upon them, they will 
react by attacking government spen- 
ding, taxation, and all health, 
education and welfare programs. Lit- 
tle will they understand how and to 
what extent such programs have 
provided the margin of prosperity in 
this country during the last ten to fif- 
teen years. 

Liberals on the other hand, have 
begun to doubt their ability to lead. 
Their interests have become iden- 
tical with those of the middie- and 
upper-classes. As long as the in- 
terests being threatened by the black 
civil rights movement were working 
class, liberals were at the forefront of 
political action for change. But the 
seventies have represented 
something new. Many former friends 
of the civil rights movement have 
rushed to the sidelines to joim 
Nixon's silent majority. a 

Public debate on such issues as 
the right of all Americans to em- 
ployment, to equal education and to 
fair and adequate housing has gone 
out of fashion. 

Hence, conservatives no longer 
find it necessary to their strategy to 
berate welfare recipients.

Health Care: Right-or Privilege 


The long-awaited national health insurance program 
guidelines recently announced by President Carter can 
best be described- as a piecemeal cure for a raging, 


national epidemic. The disease, of course, is spiraling . . 


health care costs. 


The NAACP appreciates the Carter Administrations’ 3°! 


public recognition of the existence of a health care 
problem. Americans today are paying far more for less 
than what they receive in health care. According to the 
Congressional Research Service of the Library of 
Congress, total spending on health care rose from $3.5 
billion in 1929 to $12 billion in 1950 and now a projected , 
$200 billion this year. In less than a decade alone, health 
care costs have nearly tripled. 

The principal contributor to these rises have been 
hospital costs, which prices. Doctors’ fee have also been 
climbing very rapidly. =< 

At the same time, fully 24 millionAmericans have no 
insurance coverage at all, while another 20 million are 
inadequately covered. For these and other people, 
therefor, the alternatives are unpleasant. Unable to af- 
ford preventive health care, they must wait until their 
ilinesses are so severe that seeking medical attention is 
unavoidable. Many face bankruptcy witen finally forced 
to enter a hospital. 

The present nodgepodge .of private insurance, both 
group and individual, medicare and medicaid ,have 
proved woefully inadequate for the nation’s needs. 
Several aspects of President Carter's proposal are there- 
fore intended to correct such weaknesses as extensive 
duplications of hospital services, unneeded.surgery and 
to place a damper ori skyrocketing health care costs. 

We feel, however, that what President Carter giveth 
with the left hand, he taketh away with the right. By also 
proposing to link full implementation with the inflation 
rate and the phase in the program gradually, beginning 
as late as Fiscal Year 1983, Mr. Carter would build into 
his health care program a non-fail self-destruct system. 
Such a system would be doomed to failure. 

The NAACP therefore opposes the Carter health care 
proposal. Instead, we call on, Americans to express their 
support for the program outlined by Senator Edward 
Kennedy and which has the full backing of the AFL-CIO, 
the United Automobile Workers and other organizations 
that are truly concerned about the national health care 
problem. 

The Administration is needlessly increasing the com- 
plexity of an already complex situation by tying health 
care to the nation’s economic health. We all agree that 
both need improving. But why increase the scope of the 
problem by intertwining both, 

Let us therefore not concentrate on these crucial 
issues as separate entities lest we devise a cure that 
turns out to be worse than the disease itself. A com- 
prehensive, workable health insurance system that 
covers every American in need is long overdue. 

The least that the President can do now is to provide 
the leadership that is required to get Congress to enact 
appropriate legislation.

Rip-offs and frauds are 
of increasing concern to 
many today, but few know 
how to deal with them 
when a problem happens. 
However, a new course of- 
fering through the non- 
credit program in the 
Division of Continuing 
Education at Ohio State 
University will help par- 
ticipants end the feeling of 
helplessness and give a 
non-technical nuts-and- 
bolts knowledge of how to 
stand up for _ rights 
available as a consumer. 

“Consumer Rights And 
Remedies" is the title of a 
course to be taught by 
Atty. Douglas Roberts, a 
graduate of OSU's Law 
School. in 1976. Roberts 
states ‘there certainly is a 
need for this type of 
course,”” explaining that 
much of the course work 
will contain a problem- 
solving approach. Roberts 
feels very strongly about 
such areas as auto: repair 
and car buying, but course 
content will cover a variety 
of topics. 

Speculating that many 
consumers don't know 
where to go if they feel 
they've been ripped of, 
Roberts says the course 
will aid in letting par- 
ticipants know where to 
get information, how to go 
through small claims court, 
where to complain, and 
who can or can't help. 
Aiding the students in 
gaining knowledge useful 
in day-to-day situations, 
Roberts expresses no 
desire to advocate “con- 
sumerism”’ or teach law. 

Course content will in- 
clude many handouts con- 
taining articles, checklists 
and other such informative 
materiais. Taking notes in 
class is recommended, as 
there will be a wealth of in- 
formation presented.
